NEW YORK NOTES.

The Times and Tribune on the Utica 
Convention—Metropolitan Briefs, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, February 26.—The Knicker- 


bocker Iee Company of this cityis having 


trouble with its men who are gathering ice on 
Richmond Pond at Pittsfield, Mass. They 
struck for two dollars a day and assaulted the 
men willing to work for one dollar and 
twenty-five cents and one dollar and fifty cents 
a day. The agent of the company obtained 
warrants for the arrestof the rioters, but 
when the Sheriff went to serve them he found 
that all the persons he wanted had left on 
a freight train and were in New York State, 
outside bis jurisdiction. 
FROM CUBA. 

A letter from Havana announces the arrest 
there of a New York lady for distributing se- 
ditions papers. Miguel Bornet, arrested 
some time ago in Cuba as an insurgent, and 
released upon the claim of being an American 
citizen, avain turns up as ao insurgent Colo- 
nel and one of the six men who accompanied 
Gonzales when he left Key West and landed 
on Caimon Grande. Gonzales’ mission is to 
burn plantations. 

Any port in San Domingo the Inter-Oceanic 
Canal Company may select will be made a free 
port, and the Government will furnish free 
all storage facilities. 

THE UTICA CONVENTION. 

The Tribune and Times do not interpret 
alike the action of the Utica Convention. The 
Times says: New York throws hes seventy 
Republican delegates into the scale of Grant’s 
nomination with a degree of emphasis and 
unanimity whichis a hopeful augury of the 
decision with which her thirty-five electoral 
votes will be cast for his election.’’ The 
Tribune holds that “certain Congressional dis- 
tricts in the State are opposed to depart- 
ing from the unwritten law, the tradi- 
tion of two Pwpsidential terms and no 
more, which has heretofore been respected by 
all parties. They have chosen delegates to 
Chicago to represent their views. A small ma- 
jority of the State Convention disagreed with 
them, but that is of no account. The delegates 
are bound by all considerations of political 
honor to vote at Chicago as their constituents 
who chose them expect them to vote, and 
they will be held clovely to their duty.’’ 

THE CLEARING-HOUSE. 

The. Clearing-house exchanges again show 
very large increase and well distributed. San 
Francisco is the only city at which a loss of 
ten per cent appears, while the gains at sev- 
eral cities are unusually large. Among them 
Pittsburg, Philadelphia, New Haven, Provi- 
dence, Lowell and New York take rank in the 
order named, but the proportion of cities 
reporting an increase of over fifty 
Fer cent 1s larger than it

TYE UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 

LONDON, February 26.—A Paris dispatch 
rays: »The inhabitants of St. Petersburg are 
beginning to attribute to the students all the 
recent menaces made there. Threats are 
consequently made on all sides against the 
students, and thg inhabitants affirm that if 
any criminal act occurs on the anniversary of 
the Emperor’s aceession to the throne they 
will hold the students responsible and will 
burn down the university and lynch every stu- 
dent who falls into their hands. The Govern- 
ment therefore is now forced to take meas- 
ures for the protection of the students.’’ 

NIHILISTS AND PAN SLAVISTS. 

The semi-ofiicial Provincial Correspondence 
of Berlin declares that while the Nihilistsare 
gratifying their thirst for destruction and con- 
fusion by ruthless attempts on the Czar’ life, 
the Pan-Slavists are seeking to inflame the 
minds of the people for conflict abroad. 

TUE GOVERNOR-+GENERAL. 

ST. PETERSBURG, February 26.—The ollice 
of Governor-General of St. Petersburg is to 
be superseded by a commission of supreme 
control under the independent direction of 
Gen. Loris Melikoff, who will be invested with 
the largest powers. Tue commission will 
take energetic Measures to stop revolutionary 
machinations. It will comprise delegates 
from the various departments, who will exe- 
cute instructions of the chiefs and facilitate 
the co-operation of their respective depuart- 
ments in Measures adopted.

WHEREAS, In his seventh annual message 
to Cofizress President Monroe asserted that 
Wo owe it to candor andthe amicable rela- 
tions existing between the United States and 
these (European) powers, to declare that 
we shall consider any attempt on 
their part to extend their system to any por- 
tion af this hemisphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety;’? and whereas, the doctrine 
thus announced has been accepted by the 
American people, and has become a cardinal 
principle in our national polity; and whereas,it 
is now proposed to construct under guarantees 
to be given — foreign governments a canal 
across the Isthmus of Darien; therefore he it 

Resolved, That tbe doctrine announced to 
the world more than half a century ago by 
President Monroe, and known as the“ Monroe 
Doctrine,“ be andthe same is hereby reas- 
serted,and in accord therewith,in behalf of the 
people of the United States, we aflirm that 
ibe control of any inter-oceanic canal across 
the Isthmus of Darien, while open to the 
United States and all nations equally, must in 
the interest of ourselves and the world be kept 
ppd the special protection of the United 

tates. 

Resoived, That the United States is sensible 
of the importance to the trade of the workd of 
the ope 
the two Oceans, and will cordially promote by 
such means as may be deemed proper and ju- 
dicious such undertaking. 

‘Lhe joint resolution was referred tothe In- 
ter-Oceanie Canal Committee. 

Mr. Reagan, Chairman of the Committee on 
Commerce,reported a bill to establish a Board 
of Commissioners of Inter-State Com- 
merce; also the following bills, which he 
stated would be offered as substitutes for the 
bill to regulate inter-State commerce: To 
amend act of 1866; rw facilitate communication 
between States. ‘The three bills were ordered 
printed and made the special order for the 
4th Wednesday in March.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


The Suit of Andrew J. Denney vs. Arthur 
and John F. Lee. 


The case of Andrew J. Denney, administra- 
tor of the estate of Samuel Denney, against 
Arthur Lee and John F. Lee, was on trial be- 
fore a jury in Judge Adams’ room of the Cir- 
cuit Court to-day. The petition of 
plaintiff states that in the year 


1874 Samuel Denney, now deceassd, had a 
piece of land, and that he paid to John F. Lee 
the sum of $550 with which to pay taxes on or 
any other charges that might be against it. 
The further allegation was made that Arthur 
Lee and John F. Lee were in partnership, 
and were the agents of Samuel Denney; that 
they represented to Samuel Denney that 
be said sum of monev was necessary to pav 
axes and charges against the land; that after 
the money was paid one of the Lees repre- 
sented to Samuel Denney that it had been 
employed for the purpose named, but that it 
wus afterwards discovered that it had not 
been so used and that itthad been converted 
to the personal uses of the defendants. The 
petition further claimed that fhe estate had 
been damaged tothe amount of $1,000, and 
juagment for that amount was prayed for. 

Kerr, Gibson & Kerr appeared for Denney 
and Col. Thos. Gantt for defendants. The 
defendants simpiy putin a general denial of 
all the allegations in Denney’s petition except 
that they were partners in 1874 and that 
Samuel Denney owned the property named.

Among the prisoners arraigned before Judge 
Dennison in the Second District Police Court 
this morning was Ernst Bressert, for disturb- 
ing the peace.

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VIENDISH BURGLARS. 


How They Tortured a Game Old Bank 
President. | 
[From the Elinwood (Il.) Messenger. | 


The First National Bank of Knoxville was 
instituted fifteen years ago. Mr. Cornelius 
Rupkle, now 70 years of age, has been presi- 
dent since its formation. Mr. Runkle isa 
bachelor. Ile boards at the Hebard House, 
sleeps in the bank. The interior of this build- 
ing uus in front one room—the bank business 
roow, containing a large Terwilliger (N. Y.) 
safe, a counter—simpiy a stone counter—and 
three smaller safes, all antiques, chiefly for 

ppers. Ihe large safe is fireproof, with a 
Gateier-proof money boxinside. The doors 
of each safe bave combination locks. In the 
reer cof the front rc on is a small room, about 
ten by twenty feet, Cxtending across the 
building. Here Mr. Runkle’s bed stands, 
with stove, table, chairs,and other convenien- 
ces for business consu!tations. Last of all, be- 
hind this is another room of simular size, lit- 
tle occupied, with one window in the west, 
protected by a heavy pair of inside blinds, 
the slats an inch in thickness, and immovable. 
An iron bar stretches across obliquely, and is 
fastened by a key or toggle on the end of a 
bolt that runs through the window frame 
from the outside. 

On Friday last the Hon. John H. Lewis, 
Mayer of the city, having finished a fine new 
awelling house, invited the family of Mr. P. 
D. Rogers, of the Hebard House, where he 
had long boarded, and all the boarders, toa 
party in his new residence. Among the rest 
Mr. Runkle went, but left the party about 9 
o clock, on bis way tothe bank. Mr. Runkle 
retired to bed. About 1 o’clock on Saturday 
morning he was awakened by a loud snapping 
sound, such as we bear in a hard frust when a 
bouse timber is sirained. He supposed it 
was only the frost and went asleep again. As 
near as he could judge it was half-past one 
when he awoke to see,by the light of a lantern 
thatsaton the front counter,three men of 
medium size, with masks of white cotton on 
their faces from the cyes down. One of them 
caught him and told him to“ keep still,’’ but 
Lo wespon was drawn at this time. They 
then proceeded to gag him by putting in his 
mouth a stick somewhat thicker than the 
thick end of a broomstick, and about six inches 
long. A stout cord was fastened to each end, 
and this was tied tightly behind his neck. 
They next blindfolded bim, crossed his hands, 
and tied them tight, and having thus made 
bim helpless, they wanted the key of a small 
safe in which from 4°00 to $1,000 or more was 
Lept, to accommodate late cailers after bank 
hcurs. It also contained a quantity of muti- 
lated currency and nickels put up in dollar 
rolls, in cigar boxes. The key they found in 
his pants pocket. They opened the safe and 
took out the contents. They next observed 
and seized quite a quantity of silver left on 

tbe table behind the couuter, and emptied it 
all into a bag. Having got over 53,500 
safely bagged, the next thing was to get 
at the contents of the big safe, amount- 
ing nearly to $20,000 in money, and so they 
demanded that Mr. Runkle should give 
them the combination. He truthfully said he 
did not know the combination; it was only 
known tothe cashier and book-keeper. Who 
is be cashier?’’ deinanded the chief spokes- 
man (the others were silent). Mr. Sau- 
burn.“ Where does he live?’ ut on 
the Galesburg road.“ How many persons 
gre in the house?“ Two men and their 
Wives.“ They would not believe that Mr. 
Runkle didnot know the combination. The 
one who spoke for all replied, ‘‘Now, Runkle, 
I baint lived all this time in Knox county to 
be put off with such fooling as that. You know 
it well enough,’’ On his solemn declaration 
that be didnot know, one of the silent bur- 
glars viciously struck him with a revolver on 
the right temple, and again on the left, draw- 
ing bicod. Against this the spokesman pro- 
tested, and 1 out a handkerchief wiped 
off the blood. hey then proceeded to still 
more violent measures, and got a rope around 
Mr. Runkle's neck, mounted him on a chair, 
and throwing the rope over the partition, 
which did not quite reach the ceiling,they pro- 
ceeded to hang him, to make him reveal the 
combination. Still declaring that he did not 
know, they suspended him in the doorway, 
but only for a moment or two. His feet 
were off the ground, and it appeared to 
him that the end of all things had come to 
him. On letting him down he began te 
expostulate with them with the little breath 
that was left him: “Gentlemen (),“ said he, 
am an old man, and could not stand a great 
deal of such usage. If fy kill me, you might 
be sorry for it if it should come out after all 
that what I sayistrue.’’ But they still in- 
sisted that he knew, and said, ‘*‘D—— you, 
we'll make you open it!’’ and, laying him 
down on the bed with his feet tied to the foot- 
board and projecting, they lighted a lamp 
which stood on a table and proceeded to burn 
the soles of his feet and toes. All this time Mr. 
Runkle was blindfolded. The pain was 
excruciating, but he endured it like a 
martyr. At last these children of the 
devil began to feel that after all the old 
gentleman was stating the truth, and they 
next began to search an old safe near the 
door, but found init only papers, useless to 
them. They then inquired about anotber old 
safe that stood in a corner. This,“ said Mr. 
Kunkle, “contains nothing of use to you, but 
papers belonging to Mr. Knox's estate.“ They 
took him at his word. and did not look into 
it. Being now at their wits’,end,the burglars 
went into the front room, and, consulting a 
few minutes, they returned to Mr. Runkle 
who Was suffering great pain on the bed, and 
1 to put a rope with a turn around 
is neck, and which they fastened by both 
ends to the top of the bed, so that he could 
not get up. Another rope, passing around his 
wrists, was tied to the sides of the bed. The 
feet were already fast, and the cords that 
held the gag were tightened. This was evi- 
dently intended to prevent him get- 
ting upfor raising an alarm before they got 
outofthe way. Two of the burgiars then 
went out of the building by a back door, in- 
stead of 0 the window, Which was Still 
open. e — nolse heard about 1 
*S o’clock wes ciused by the civihg way of a 
spring catch in the lower sash, which was 
ried o by ajimmy. The blind slats had 
n whittled away with a knife to allow access 
to the key or toggle which fastened the iron 
cross-Larinside. This being dropped down 
entrance waseasy, and the inside door was 
noteven latched. The . burglar who 
remained Lehind Mr. Runkle felt was pouring 
something on his burnt feet. He feared that 
it was kerosene, and that this was preparatory 


to belting fire to him in a 
worse form than b efore. The 
expected outrage, however, was | 


not committed. The burglar went out algo, 
and Mr. Runkle, being left alone, lxy medi- 
tatinghow best tofree himself from his 
bonds. His firsteffort was to get the gag 
from bis mouth. Luckily his under teeth 
were gone, or he would not have got it out, 
but as it was, be managed to ~ it down 
over his chin, and so got relief here. He 
next attempted to untie with his tied hands 
the knotat the side of the bed. This was 
tied so tightly that he at one time gave it 
up. but, taking another thought, he worked 
at it again, and at last got it opened. This 
allowed h'm more freedom to his hands, 
though etill tied across, sud be next loosed 
the ropeatthe head of the bed walch had 


= 


| joosed feet from the bottom e ; 
and so got clear of the bed, but still with 
bands and feet tied very tightly. He then got 
down Ache floor, and by the aid of a chair 
he made his way to a table where his kuife 
lay. With this he readily eut the fastening on 
his feet, but only by holding the knife in his 
mouth was he able to cut the cord from his 
wrists. The cord used was of hemp,not quite 
so large in diameter as a common lead pea- 
cil. The knots were, of course, difficult to 
untie. 

Entirely exhausted and suffering acutel> 
from the injury to his feet, Mr. Runkle sat 
down for a short while on a char, and re- 
viewed the whole affair. It was half-past 
three when he got clear of his bonds, and the 
burglars got off without any alarm — 
raised. Lying down on his bed, he lay til 
daylight, and then managed to make his way 
to the Hebard House, where he told the story. 
A meeting of the directors was called and dis- 

atches sent to the Chiefs of Police at Gales- 
urg, Chicago, Peoria and other points. 

The amount stolen was $3,550. Two hun- 
dred dollars reward for each of the burglars 
and half the money recovered has been offered 
by the bank directors. Mr. Runkle's injur- 
ies are fewer and less severe than if he had 
made resistance. The oil poured on his feet 
proved to be sweet Al, showing that if there 

is little “honor among thieves,’’ tere is at 
least alittle compassiun sometimes. 


ST. AUGUSTINE. 


Sounds From the Oldest Town on the 
Continent. 
[Correspondence Louisville Courier-Journal. | 


Since our arrival in St. Augustine we have 
been delighted with the place. We are at the 
Magnolia Hotel, with a pleasant room looking 
toward the sea, and all our surroundings are 
suggestive of fairy land. It has now been 338 
yeurs since Ponce de Leon discovered this 
place, but it has not grown as other places 
have grown in that long length of vears. To- 
day it has a population of only abous 2,000, 
but while it cannot boast of numbers, it has 
an antiquity of which more populous places 
might well be proud. It is the oldest city in 
the United States, and its years give it an in- 
terest which its pleasant climate and healthful 
lovation ripen into reverence. Nowhere else 
in our broad land can such a quaint old city 
be found. Its narrow streets, the almost u- 
teriocking balconies of its houses and its very 
faults make it attractive. How lovely here in 
midwinter to see the roses and lilies and jasa- 
mines and violets and pansies and geraniums 
and hybicuses and oleaaders in full bloom in 
the open air? The orange trees are now just 
swelling the buds which ina few days more 
will load the air with perfume; and the maz- 
nolia is also about to expand its magniticent 
blossoms. Every day I pluck the loveliest of 
rose buds from the stems of Mareschal Niel, 
La Marque, Gloire de Dijon, Chrometella and 
the numerous Teas and Bengals, and eat 
lucious oranges just pulled fromthe trees. 
Green peas and strawberries are on our table 
every day, aud bananas and pine apples so 
abundant that they are no longer a novelty. 

Yesterday we wentto the old fort which 
the Spaniards began in 1620 aud finished in 
1756. Its walls are built of coquina, twelve 
feet in thickness and twenty feet in height. 
This coquina is a stone formed bv the concce- 
tion of sea shells, and is quarried on Anasta- 
sia Island, in front of the city. The Spaniards 
numed it St. Marco, but when it passed to the 
United States in 1821 it was called Fort 
Marion. ‘They told me at the fort that its full 
complement of guns was 100, and that 1,000 
men were required to garrison it. Its plan 
seems to me like that of some of the medieval 
custies I have seen in Europe. 

Near the center of the city isa fine square 
still retaming its Spanish name of Plaza de la 
Constitucion. Here are the principal public 
buildings and the cathedrai, with a quaint 
beltry and chime of bells. A monument 
stands here, erected in 1812, to commemorate 
the Spanish Liberal Constitution. The old 
palace, the former residence of the Spanish 
Governor, is now used as a United States Post- 
office and Court-house. The old Spanish 
monastery is now used as a barracks for Uait- 
ed States troops. 

There isa lovely drive out St. George’s 
streetand a charming promenate along the 
sea wall and delightful sailing over the bay. 
In Jacksonville the heat of the sun was almost 
like that ofsummer in Louisville, but here it 
is so tempered by the breeze that comes from 
the ocean that it is like a May morning. The 
residents here claim that they have the most 
equable climate to be found in the Uaited 
States,ihe thermometer seldom rising above 
eighty in the summer and seldom going below 
forty in the winter, and more generally being 
at sixtv than atany other point. Surely it is 
a most lovely climate at this season ofthe 
year. It is one of Louisville’s continued May 
days laden withthe perfume of flowersand 
vocal with the songs of birds. The bright 
sun by day is shorn of his fiery rays by the 
breezes that come from the guif stream, and 
at night the moon and stafS are as lovely as 
those of an Italian sky. There is musie in the 
dash of the waves against the long sea wall 
and a joy to gather the shel.s washed white by 
the retreating waters.

Relics of the Grant Regime.

One of the Washington Sunday papers in 
noting the evidences of the change effected by 
time, says that almost without exception the 
houses famed in the Grant regime as the abode 
of luxury and the scene of lavish hospitality 
have now degenerated into boarding-houses, 
to be sure of the very upper crust of their 
class, but boarding-houses nevertheless. The 
house where Mrs. Fish for so many suceessive 
seasons made her ‘home is a temporary abode 
for those who come to our city for afew 
weeks. The old Graham mansion, on H street, 
wherein for half a centurv were wont to con- 
gregate the best of what was good in society, is 
now a camping ground for wanderers—prin- 
cipally army and navy. The residence of Gen. 
Belknap, in which he lived at the time of his 
arrest, and which was so elaborately described 
by a hundred pens during those days of wild 
excitement as to lose utterly its modest iden- 
tity, has gone into the hands of the Philistines, 
and the salons once beautifed by Parisian 
furniture, decorated by works of French art. 
and gloritied by the presence of the creme de 
lacreme of the upper ten, are now very com- 
monplace in their appearance and solemn in 


their ocqupants. overnment rents some 
of these houses, and the rooms once echoing 


back musical tones and rippling laughter, and 
all their space redolent with the perfume from 
countless flowers, now knows nothing more 
exhilarating than the scratch of the cleriva!

A Single Track Railway. 
From the Cincinnati Cominercial. } 


Mr. David B. Jamés, of Visalia, California, 
son of Dr. D. H. James, of this city, has in- 
vented a single-track railway, locomotive and 
cars, Which Eid tair to greatly facilitate cheap 
freight transportation. The invention is de- 
signed especially for the shipment of farm 
pioducts to markets and ports. The road-bed 
consists of only a double line of eight or 
ten- inch joists, placed lengthwise of the road. 
The joists are about an inch and a half apart, 
leaving aslotor groove between them. ‘This 
lot is the track. The wheel is constructed 
with abroad surface to run on top of the 
joists, and a central flange to fit into ana run 
ulong the groove. The flange in the middle of 
the Wheel keeps the locomotive from tipping 
over. There are two wheels. one before and 
one behind. The center of gravity both of 
the locomotive and the cars is very low, to 
keep the train steady. The joists are simply 
laidalong thetop ofthe ground. Their up- 
per surface is covered with boards soaked in 
asphaltum, to make them endure wear and 
tear. 

Mr. James’ invention hus been tested with 
full success, ana he is confident he has made 
cheap transportation in the rural districts 
— ne. He declares a road of this kind can 

bullt and equipped for $1,200 a mile, and 
that the machinery and rolling stock are so 
light that for every thirty tons of dead weight 
100 tons of freight ean be carried. The loco- 
motive Already built weighs about ten tons. 
It restsso firmly on its base. that in spite of 
being run upon a single track, under its mid-‘ 
dle, a ton of extra weight on an outer edge 
ofits frame will not upset it. The water 


The Self-Pro ge Car of a New Or- 
us Man. . 


From the Boston Advertiser. | 


The self-propelling car, of which frequent 
notice has been made of late, arrived iu this 
eity yesterday afternoon by way of the New 
York and New England Railroad, and will 
make an experimental trip either to-morrow 
or Wednesday over the tracks of the High- 
land Street Railway. As public curiosity has 
been excited to witness the working of a 
mechanical motor which should be a sati- 
factory substitute for horse-power on street 
cars, the public will douttless be pleased to 
see this machine when it runs through the 
city streets. This motor is the invention of 
Mr. E. H. Angamar,a civil engineer of New 
Orleans, La., and has worked satisfactorily 
on street cars running over the Tnird avenue 
line in New York. It is claimed for it that it 
runs easily along the street, frightening neith- 
er horses nor persons. ts construction is sim- 
ple. Instead of a boiler, into which coid 
water is allowed to run, a powerful furnace 
for raising the water to the temperature ne- 
cessary tu produce steam, and the consequent 

resence of coal dust and cinders, the steam 

s generated in a stationary boiler at the sup- 
ply station. The construction of tuese buil- 
ers admits of two openings for the emis- 
sien of hot water and steam; from the upper 
one bot water is drawn ioto the car bvpilef. 
and from the lower hot water and steam after- 
wards are drawn, the water iu this in- 
stance going in under pressure which is equiv- 
alent to steum when the pressure is removed. 
This hot water is a.lowed to enter the boiler 
of the motor, lying horizontally under the 
car-floor until the steam gauge indicates 
seventy-five pounds of pressure, whichin the 
motor is equivalent to ten-horse power. At 
the end of the operation a small quantity of 
incandescent coal is thrown into the furyace, 
at the rear of the motor,in order to keep the 
water atits initial temperature. This opera- 
tion takes about two minutes, and then the 
car is ready fur atrip of twenty miles with- 
out further attention. The driver, or engi- 
neerfsested on the forward end of the car, 
has nothing to do with the fire, boilers or 
steam, but simply replies to the conductor’s 
bell. Regarding danger from explosion, it 
may be said that the only bot sur/ave to which 
wuter has access is the pipes that convey the 
heat from the shovelful of coals in the fur- 
nace. These pipes, contrary to the custom 
in locomotive boilers, are at or near the low- 
water mark of the boiler. The machinery of 
the motor consists of a horizontal water tank 
or boiler and two cylinders, and a simple ar- 
rangement for condensing the waste steam es- 
caping irom the funnel is attached. 

This moter has been tested on grades of 545 
feet to the mile and oncurves of thirty-three 
feet radius. It is stated that it has easily 
drawn up all grades and around ajl curves one, 
two and three cars, the car to which the motor 
was attached also being full of passengers; 
consequently it can be made to do the work of 
three teams of horses. At the right-hand 
side of the driver’s seat are three levers—a 
brake, a reversible-action lever and the throt- 
tle. The brake, which applies pressure to all 
the wheels equally and at once, is known as 
the toggle or elbow joint, aud by aid of this 
brake the car, at a high rate of speed, can be 
stopped in less than its own length. The 
motor was designed to utilize the present car 
bodies owned by railroad companies, which 
are taken from their trucks and belted upon 
the motor trucks. A simple device admits 
the steam, after it has been used as a mo- 
tive power, into coils beneath the seats, 
thereby insuring comfort to the passen- 
gers in winter time. A slight escape 
of steam from the funnel is noticeable in 
cold weather, but it is claimed that 
this can ve entirely done away with. There 
is no noticeable putling or hissing of steam, 
no sudden jerksin starting or running, no 
smobe, cinders, dirt, dust or objectionable 
smell. Ali parts of the machinery are boxed 
over and thereby kept from sight. It is 
claimed forthe motor that horses passing it 
soon become accustomed to the sight and lose 
all fear, and the detention on the road atany 
time, by reason of blockades by fire, can oc- 
casion no loss of power, for it is always equal 
to its twenty miles trip. The weight of the 
machinery is so evenly distributed on the four 
wheels that it does not injure the track, and 
there is an entire freedom from that thump- 
ing motion so noticeable and objectionable on 
ordinary street cars. 

If all the promises and calculations of the 
inventor prove correct, rapid transit 
by surface street railroads is accomplished 
by this motor, and the public can judge 
for themselves by witnessing its operation 
in our streets, either to-morrow or Wednes- 
day.

convention. 

Mou are sober, Mr. Elleard?“ asked the 
reporter.

Lest Day's Session of the Christ- 
ian Convention.

Church Prayer Meetings, and How to 
Conduct Them. 


— — — — 


Questions Propounded to and An- 
swered by Mr. Moody. 


Sankey and His Singing—The Morning’s 
Discussion. 


The Christian Convention assembled this 
morning at the Centenary M. E. Church, at 
the corner of Sixteenth and Pine streets. The 
attendance was larger than yesterday and 
evinced increased interest in the proceedings 
ofthe convention: This is the last day of 


its meeting. 
Mr. Moody called the convention to order, 


when prayer was said by the Rev. 
Dr. Goodell, after which the hymn ‘*‘ Precious 
promise God hath given’’ was sung, after 
which the Rev. Dr. Wilson read from the third 
chapter of Malachi, whereupon the hymn 1 
have a Savior, He's pleading in glory,“ was 
sung. Prayer was said by the Rev. Dr. Lof- 


ton. 

As the Rev. A. E. Kittrege, of Chicago, who 
was to have opened the discussion on **Church 
Prayer Meetings and how to conduct them,” 
was not present, Mr. Moody kindly com- 


menced the debate. 

Dr. Lewis, the Chairman of the Committee 
of Arrangements, made a motion to change 
the programme, and it was agreed that the 
question drawn should occur at 11:30 instead 
of at 1 o’clock and then the afternoon mect- 
ing need not commence before 3 o’clock. 

MR. MOODY OPENS. 
Mr. Moody commenced the discussion on 


prayer-meetings, and said it was a question 
of vital importance. He preferred for these 
meetings a long, narrow room, without more 
chairs than were necessary. Good ventilation 
was also an important feature. Next he 
would have a subject prepared and given out 
in advance, so that the people might read and 
study it. Take up for example the subject of 
Heaven, or Assurance. It is the privilege of 
the child of God to know that he is 
saved. The powerof God to keep, and so 
on. What we wanted in the meetings was 
variety; we*wanted to get out of the ruts and 
have no monotony. Another thing to get out of 
the meetings was stiffness. Often the best 
time was after the meeting was broken p, 
whenthe handshaking began. They didn’t 
want anything like what Dr. Brooks had called 
„dumb devils.““ Get the people to take part 
‘inthe meeting. If they won't speak get them 
just to quote or read a verse of Scripture. He 
pitied the preacher who had to preach to a 
congregation thatnever went to a prayer 
meeting. They were 
CRITICAL AND COLD, 

and that hampered and fettered the minister. 
They must getrid of this stiffness. Another 
thing they wanted was new music—new 
hymns. He had attended meetings on an 
average once a day for the last fifteen 
years, and he might say he had 
beard Rock of Ages“ once a day 
during that time. The hymns lost their pow- 
er. A revived church is a singing church. 
The lark never sings in its nest, and when 
people séttle down in a seat they don’t sing. 
Some of the brethren don’t like singing out 
of tune. He didn’t know anything about 
music, but if Rock of Ages’’ was sung to 
the tune of “Il Want to be an Angel.“ he 
would know it. Hymn books should be pro- 
vided for the children, 

Another thing was tokeep down hobbies. 
Aman that rides a hobby breaks up more 
meetings than anything, like a temperace hob- 
byist, who always sees through temperance 
spectacies. Ifa man constantly keeps on one 
theme the congregation becom®és restless, and 
don’t like it. We don’t want to be out of 
tune. It is always harping on one string, and 
the members would say, “On, for a harp 
with a thousand strings; Iam tired of one 
string.’’ The subject should be given out and 
the speaker confined to it. If the hobbyist 
said, well, he was prompted by the spirit of 
God, you should say we are prompted by the 
spirit of God to stop you. It is better that 
this brother’s and that brother’s feel- 
ings should be hurt than the cause 
of Christ. What we want is to get 
as many as we can to take part 
in the meeting because it is more iuterest- 
ing. The general rule is that the men who 
pray the longest in public pray the shortest 
at home. We can tell the Lord without along 

reamble. But*my time is up. [Cries of 
‘Go on! Go on!!“ 

Mr. Moody—Oh, no; I want to hear from 
these gentlemen. We will now sing a hymn 
and then go on with the discussion. 8

THE DISCUSSION. 

Mr. West saidthat any one could speak 
whether in the rostrum or not. 

The Rey. Mr. Boyd thought the address of 
Mr. Moody the most admirable he had heard 
or read. hese ‘‘prayer-meeting bummers”’ 
killed the meetings. He knew of a prayer 
meeting in Charleston where six members al- 
waysranit. The speaker then related how 
he managed to stop these six 
interminable talkers, and how the 
others finally took part in them. 
The cause of the fewness of members in 
prayer meetings was the stiffness and for- 
mality.

The prayer meet- 
ings are the laity’s missign. The minis- 
ters were heard enough on the Sunday. He 
coincided with Mr. Moody that the subject 
sbould be announced. Never let the meetings 
get into ruts. He would have once a month 
& promise meeting and an experience meet- 
ing, a praise meeting and sa on. 
In this way if we used the same ingenuity 
that we did in our business affairs we sheul 
advance the kingdom of the Lord. 

The Rev. Mr. Platt believed that a chance 
should be afforded the mothers, and if they 
— make it lively there was no use in try- 

ng. 

Mr. West thought the sayingtrue that the 
prayer meeting was the thermometer of the 
church, and while endorsing all 
that had been said he thought 
there was something back of that. It was 
easy to get people to talk, but to say some- 
thing protitable was different. The Quaker 
meeting was impressive by its silence. He 
thought that sometimes silence was as po- 
tent as speech. Self-denial and self-consecra- 
tion on the part of the ministers would con- 
tribute to interesting meetings. 

Rev. Mr. Darby, of Evansville, Ind., sug- 
gested that as these meetings were called 
prayer-meetings, prayer was the essen- 
tial feature. They should insist 
that the prayers should be short. Most of 
the people who participate in these meetings 
are elders or desconsor stewards, and they 
should talk over the programme of the meet- 
ings before they were held. He related an 
anecdote of three ministers who failed in their 
sermons, when the last one threw himself on 
the floor of the pulpit and said. We come to 
thee without preface and apology and confess 
we are sinners.’’
